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Disaster Assistance for Wisconsin 


Announcement of Disaster Declaration and Author- 
ization of Federal Assistance Following Rains and 
Flooding. September 10, 1972 


The President today declared a major disaster for the 
State of Wisconsin as a result of heavy rains and flooding, 
beginning on August 15, which caused extensive damage 
in the northwestern section of the State. The President’s 
action will permit the use of Federal funds in relief and 
recovery efforts. 

In his request for a Presidential declaration, Wisconsin 
Governor Patrick J. Lucey advised the President that es- 
timates of damage to public and private property ex- 
ceeded $1,600,000. Federal disaster assistance from the 
President’s Disaster Fund will consist primarily of the 
repair and restoration of public facilities. Long-term, low- 
interest-rate disaster loans under the recently enacted Dis- 
aster Recovery Act of 1972, Public Law 92-385, will be 
made available by the Small Business Administration. 

Federal relief activities in Wisconsin are being coordi- 
nated by the President’s Office of Emergency Prepared- 
ness. Disaster specialists from OEP’s Region 5 Office in 
Chicago, IIl., have been in the area working under Robert 
E. Connor, Regional Director. Mr. Connor will be desig- 
nated as the Federal Coordinating Officer to work with 
the State in providing Federal disaster assistance under 
Public Law 91-606. 

This is the 100th major disaster declaration made by 
President Nixon since he took office. 


National Mediation Board 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate Kay 
McMurray To Be a Member of the Board. 
September 11, 1972 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Kay McMurray, of Hinsdale, Ill., to be a member 
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of the National Mediation Board for the remainder of a 
term expiring July 1, 1974. He replaces Peter C. Benedict 
who died in a fire at his home in Vermont on April 12, 
1972. 

Mr. McMurray was born March 18, 1918, in Oakley, 
Idaho, and received the A.B. degree from the Stanford 
University in 1940. He joined United Air Lines in 1940 
and became a captain in 1942 after attending flight school 
and serving as a copilot for 13 months. During this time 
he was elected to the United Air Lines pilot negotiating 
committee. From 1949 to 1953, Mr. McMurray returned 
to Boise, Idaho, where he was assistant to the president 
of Inland Empire Insurance Company, a registered repre- 
sentative (NYSE) with Wegener & Daly, and legislative 
representative for the Western Highway Institute. 

From 1953 to 1971, Mr. McMurray was executive 
administrator of the Air Line Pilots Association and since 
1971 has been special consultant to the president of 
United Air Lines. 

Mr. McMurray is married. He and his wife have three 
children. 

The National Mediation Board was established in 1934 
and consists of three members, not more than two of whom 
may be members of the same political party. The Board 
designates its own Chairman annually. The principal duty 
of the Board is to mediate differences between the rail- 
roads, the express and Pullman companies, and the air- 
lines on the one hand, and their employees on the other, 
growing out of their attempts to make and maintain agree- 
ments establishing rates of pay, rules, and working condi- 
tions of the employees as directed by the Railway Labor 
Act. 


Federal Ocean Program 


The President’s Message to the Congress Transmitting 
the Annual Report on Federal Activities in the 
Field of Marine Sciences. September 11,1972 


To the Congress of the United States: 

It is with pleasure that I transmit today the report of 
the Federal Ocean Program. It has been a year of signifi- 
cant accomplishments and continued evolution of new di- 
rections to know, conserve, and use the sea. 
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A most important characteristic of our maturing ocean 
program is that we are increasingly viewing our efforts in 
the marine environment from the fresh perspectives illumi- 
nated by our need for its abundant resources and by the 
necessity to search carefully into the consequences of our 
actions in its development. We must insure the proper 
balance of these through measures which are compatible 
with the long-term maintenance of a healthy marine 
environment. 

During 1971, strong emphasis was placed on improve- 
ments in the management of our marine living and 
nonliving resources, on easing pressures which threaten cer- 
tain species with extinction, and on enforcement of meas- 
ures to prevent environmental pollution and degradation. 
We have stepped up our studies of the ways in which we 
must manage our coastal zones to protect our fisheries, to 
make them available for marine transportation, to mini- 
mize pollution, and to enhance their recreational values. 
I have recommended legislation to establish national land 
use policy programs which include priority provisions for 
coastal zone management. 

Further, in view of our increasing concern with energy 
supplies to sustain the Nation’s economic growth and the 
health and well-being of our people, the Federal Ocean 
Program moved to explore the geophysical and geological 
character of our continental shelves. It should be recorded 
that 1971 was the year in which the Federal Government 
began to move vigorously to map and chart these promis- 
ing submerged lands and their resource potential. 

A major share of the Federal Ocean Program continued 
to support vital national defense objectives related to oper- 
ations in the marine environment. Nevertheless, the major 
program increases of the past few years and those for the 
coming year are in the civil sector. Among the important 
accomplishments have been the increasing momentum to 
provide the operational capability for man to do useful 
work beneath the sea through application of research sub- 
mersibles and laboratory habitats; the development of a 
system for the assessment of the abundance and distribu- 
tion of harvestable living marine resources; and the 
designation of the first four Sea Grant Colleges. 

Our efforts to explore the marine environment have 
been increasingly characterized by the trend toward major 
large-scale studies conducted by Federal agencies in na- 
tional programs such as the Marine Ecosystems Analysis 
study of the New York Bight, and with other nations in 
international programs, such as the International Field 
Year for the Great Lakes and the International Decade 
of Ocean Exploration. In these, we are moving out to the 
ocean “laboratories” with arrays of ships, specially de- 
signed buoys, aircraft, earth-orbiting satellites, and sub- 
mersibles to apply collective efforts to solve special prob- 
lems and to advance knowledge and understanding. 

I am pleased to report, also, the continued strengthen- 
ing of Federal ties, both in scope and level of activity, 
with industry, state and local governments, and univer- 
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sities. I consider this a most essential aspect underlying 
our marine programs. As I have stated in the past, private 
industry, state and local governments, scientific and other 
institutions must increase their own efforts if we are to 
continue our headway toward solving the myriad of 
marine problems. 

My budget request for the Fiscal Year 1973 provides 
$672 million in support of our programs in marine science, 
engineering, and services, an increase of more than $60 
million over last year’s request. This budget will enable 
us to continue our advances in all areas of importance to 
our vital and increasing national interest in the seas.

Announcement of Intention To Nominate 


Christopher Van Hollen. September 12, 1972 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Christopher Van Hollen to be United States Ambas- 
sador to Sri Lanka (Ceylon) and, concurrently, 
Ambassador to the Republic of Maldives. He succeeds 
Robert Strausz-Hupé who was appointed Ambassador to 
Belgium on February 15, 1972. Mr. Van Hollen, a Foreign 
Service officer of class 1, is currently serving as Deputy 
Assistant Secretary in the Bureau of Near Eastern and 
South Asian Affairs at the Department of State. 

Mr. Van Hollen was born September 23, 1922 in Balti- 
more, Md. He received his A.B. degree in 1947 from 
Haverford College and his Ph. D. in 1951 from Johns 
Hopkins University. He was a member of the United 
States Navy from 1943-1946. 

Mr. Van Hollen was an instructor in political science 
at Johns Hopkins University from 1947-1951. He joined 
the Department of State in 1951 and served with the Ex- 
ecutive Secretariat. He has served as Political Officer in 
New Delhi, Calcutta, Karachi, and Ankara. He was Offi- 
cer in Charge, NATO Political Affairs in the Bureau of 
European Affairs. From 1964-1965 he attended the Na- 
tional War College. He has served as Country Director 
for India, Ceylon, and Nepal from 1968 until appoint- 
ment to his current position in 1969. 

Mr. Van Hollen is married to the former Edith Farns- 
worth. They have three children and reside in McLean, Va.

Announcement of Intention To Nominate 


Joseph A. Greenwald. September 12, 1972 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Joseph A. Greenwald to be United States Representa- 
tive to the European Communities, with the rank and 
status of Ambassador. He succeeds J. Robert Schaetzel, 
who is resigning. Mr. Greenwald, a Foreign Service officer 
of the class of Career Minister, is currently serving as 
United States Representative to the United States Mission 
to the Organization for Economic Cooperation and Devel- 
opment, Paris, with the personal rank of Ambassador. 

Mr. Greenwald was born September 18, 1918 in Chi- 
cago, Ill. He received his B.A. degree from the University 
of Chicago in 1941 and his LL.B. degree from George- 
town University Law School in 1951. 

Mr. Greenwald started his Government career in 1941 
as an economist with the Office of Production Manage- 
ment where he served until 1947. He then joined the De- 
partment of State as an economist with the International 
Resources Division. From 1952-1955 he was Economic 
Adviser, United States Delegation to the Economic Com- 
mission for Europe, Geneva, and from 1955-1958 he 
served as Chief, Special Problems Branch, Trade Agree- 
ments and Treaties Division. From 1958-1963 Mr. Green- 
wald was an Economic Officer, London (GATT, OEEC, 
EEC) and from 1963-1965 he was Director, Office of 
International Trade, Bureau of Economic Affairs. He was 
named Deputy Assistant Secretary of State for Interna- 
tional Trade Policy and Economic Defense in 1965 and 
served in that post until appointment to his current posi- 
tion in 1969. 

Mr. Greenwald is married to the former Virginia Doyle 
and they have three children. 


Patent Cooperation Treaty 


The President’s Message to the Senate Transmitting 


the Treaty for Advice and Consent to Ratification. 
September 12, 1972 


To the Senate of the United States: 

With a view to receiving the advice and consent of the 
Senate to ratification, I transmit herewith a copy of the 
Patent Cooperation Treaty, signed at Washington on 
June 19, 1970, together with the Regulations under the 
Patent Cooperation Treaty annexed thereto. I transmit 
also, for the information of the Senate, the report from 
the Department of State with respect to the Treaty. 
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The Patent Cooperation Treaty offers several major 
advantages. One is to simplify the filing of patent appli- 
cations on the same invention in different countries by 
providing, among other things, centralized filing proce- 
dures and a standardized application format. 

Another advantage offered by the Treaty is the longer 
period of time available to an applicant before he must 
commit himself by undertaking the expenses of transla- 
tion, national filing fees and prosecution in each country. 
Today, a twelve months priority period is provided by the 
Paris Convention for the Protection of Industrial Property 
while under the Patent Cooperation Treaty an applicant 
will have generally twenty months or more. This advan- 
tage should permit the applicant to be more selective of 
the countries in which he ultimately decides to file, by giv- 
ing him more time and information to evaluate the 
strength of his potential patent and to determine his mar- 
keting plans. Thus, this Treaty would serve to expand 
established programs of industry to file patent applications 
as well as to encourage smaller businesses and individual 
inventors to become more actively engaged in seeking 
patent protection abroad. 

A third advantage is to facilitate the examining process 
in those member countries which examine applications for 
patents. 

In order to carry out the provisions of the Treaty, pro- 
posed implementing legislation will be forwarded to the 
Congress in the near future. 

I recommend that the Senate give early and favorable 
consideration to the Treaty submitted herewith and give 
its advice and consent to ratification subject to three of 
the declarations for which provision is made in the Con- 
vention under Article 64, paragraphs (1) (a), (3) (a), 
and (4) (a), respectively, as explained in the report from 
the Department of State.

On October 11, 1779, Casimir Pulaski died a hero in 
the Battle of Savannah. On this one hundred and ninety- 
third anniversary of that event, we are reminded of his 
gallant efforts and great sacrifice in the struggle for our 
independence. General Pulaski was one of the earliest of 
the many individuals of Polish ancestry who have con- 
tributed mightily to the cause of freedom in America. 
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In commemorating General Pulaski’s dedication to 
liberty, we also honor the significant contributions made 
to this Nation by generations of Americans of Polish an- 
cestry. It is fitting, in remembering General Pulaski’s ex- 
ample, that we rededicate ourselves to the fundamental 
principles of freedom and justice for all on which this Na- 
tion was founded and for which Casimir Pulaski fought 
and gave his life. 

Now, THeEREForE, I, RicHarp Nrxon, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby designate 
Wednesday, October 11, 1972, as General Pulaski’s 
Memorial Day; and I direct the appropriate Government 
officials to display the flag of the United States on all 
Government buildings on that day. 

I invite all Americans to join me in observance of that 
historic day in appropriate ceremonies to honor the 
memory of General Casimir Pulaski.

Highway and Traffic Safety Programs 


The President’s Message to the Congress Transmitting 
Annual Reports on Administration of the Highway 
Safety Act of 1966 and the National Traffic and 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act of 1966. 

September 13, 1972 


To the Congress of the United States: 


This Administration has serious and growing concerns 
about the tragic number of traffic accidents that each year 
exact a heavy toll in human life and suffering and eco- 
nomic loss in our society. 

Nearly half of the 115,000 annual accidental deaths 
in America are due to transportation accidents, and re- 
grettably most of the transportation accidents occur on 
our streets and highways. 

To these 55,000 annual traffic deaths must be added 
the nearly four million injured each year in traffic acci- 
dents. Many of the injured suffer permanent disabilities. 

The traffic death and injury toll is alarming enough. 
But when we add to this the $46 billion annual drain on 
our economy from lost wages, medical expenses, legal fees, 
insurance payments, home and family care, and other 
expenses, we realize that we must do more to cut our 
human and economic losses. 

The Federal Government is providing leadership and 
some financial assistance to reduce the losses. And much 
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has been done by States, communities, industry and pri- 
vate organizations. But we must all resolve to do even more 
to cut this tragic waste of human life and economic drain. 

The Reports of the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration transmitted with this letter have been pre- 
pared in accordance with the Highway Safety Act of 1966, 
as amended, and with the national Traffic and Motor 
Vehicle Safety Act of 1966, as amended. They describe 
basic causes and effects of this problem and efforts of 
Federal, State and local governments to alleviate it. 

Much progress has been made in recent years. For ex- 
ample, the rate of death per 100 million vehicle miles 
driven has declined from 5.5 in 1967 to 4.7 in 1971. This 
is an annual decrease of 3.85 percent and a five-year de- 
crease of 14.55 percent. Had the old rate continued, 
65,000 persons would have died in traffic accidents in 
1971, 10,000 more than the actual number. We can also 
take some comfort that traffic deaths have decreased in 
spite of the fact that we now have more cars, more drivers, 
more cyclists and more pedestrians on our roads. 

But progress is no cause for complacency. We must work 
even harder to make our highways and cars safer, to edu- 
cate drivers and pedestrians and to clear our roads of 
drunken drivers, who are the cause of approximately 
half the traffic deaths each year. 

The three volumes of these reports taken together map 
our progress in this important area, and I hope they will be 
read closely by Members of the Congress. Your continued 
support will be required to back up our national com- 
mitment to make our highways and vehicles safer for all 
Americans.

Age Discrimination in Federal 
Employment 


The President’s Memorandum for the Heads of 
Departments and Agencies. September 13, 1972 


For many years, the Federal Government has been 
fighting against discrimination in employment. On the 
basis of age, creed, ethnic origin, sex or skin color, dis- 
crimination is an intolerable wrong. As discrimination is 
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an affront to our society, it cannot be countenanced in 
our government. 

In my message to the Congress earlier this year trans- 
mitting this Administration’s recommendations for action 
on behalf of older Americans, I stressed the importance of 
giving serious attention to the problems of our older citi- 
zens. One such problem is age discrimination. As the 
largest employer in the Nation, the Government has a 
special responsibility to take the lead in eradicating age 
discrimination from the world of employment. 

It is appropriate, at this time, to reaffirm our commit- 
ment to the long-standing policy of the Federal Govern- 
ment that age, by itself, shall be no bar to a Federal job 
which an individual is otherwise qualified to perform. 
In doing so, I want to emphasize that our older Americans 
possess talents, experience, and skills which the Govern- 
ment needs and which our older citizens deserve the chance 
to contribute. 

I call upon each of you to review your agency’s pro- 
grams to make sure that the skills and experience of our 
older citizens are being effectively utilized. I also ask that 
you review your agency’s employment practices and take 
immediate steps to eliminate any which may directly or 
indirectly stand as a barrier to equal opportunity for older 
persons. We must not tolerate any practice that denies 
older citizens fair and full consideration for employment 
and advancement in the Federal service.

National Shut-In Day, 1972 
Proclamation 4153. September 13, 1972 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


Too few Americans realize that illness or infirmity 
confines several million of our fellow citizens to their 
homes, to nursing homes, or to other institutions. 

Although we are developing programs at national, 
State, and local levels to bring the greatest possible number 
of these people back into active participation in com- 
munity life, there are many who will remain shut-ins for 
the rest of their lives. These people do not have to be 
shut out, shut away from our concern and from sharing 
in the life of their communities. 

To draw attention to the plight of our shut-in citi- 
zens, and to encourage continuing efforts to lessen their 
isolation, the Congress, by a joint resolution approved 
August 7, 1972, has requested the President to issue a 


proclamation designating the third Sunday of October 
1972 as National Shut-In Day. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby proclaim Sunday, 
October 15, 1972, as National Shut-In Day. 

On that day, I urge all my fellow Americans who are 
fortunate enough not to be shut-ins to visit those who are 
less fortunate and are confined to their own homes, to 
nursing homes and to homes for the aged. In addition, 
I urge that this be the first of many visits, a new beginning 
of concern in the days that follow.

Economic Stabilization Program 


The President’s Message to the Congress Transmitting 
the Cost of Living Council’s Third Quarterly 
Report on the Program. September 13, 1972 


To the Congress of the United States: 


In accordance with Section 216 of the Economic Sta- 
bilization Act Amendments of 1971, I am trarsmitting 
with this the Cost of Living Council’s third quarterly 
report on the Economic Stabilization Program covering 
the period April 1 through June 30, 1972. 

The report reflects the significant progress which the 
country is continuing to make toward the joint goals of 
reducing the rate of inflation and restoring vigorous 
health to the economy: 

1. In the battle against inflation, the annual rate of 
increase in consumer prices has been cut to 2.9 percent 
since I announced the New Economic Policy on August 
15, 1971. During the same period, real spendable weekly 
earnings have increased at an annual rate of 3.8 percent. 

2. The recovery which the economy is experiencing 
is evidenced by nearly all of the key economic indicators. 
Last quarter’s real GNP grew at an annual rate of 9.4 
percent, the greatest increase in seven years. Productivity 
increased at a 6 percent annual rate in the second quarter 
of 1972, with an accompanying decline in unit labor 
costs. Employment has increased by 2.6 million workers 
since the program began, and the rate of unemployment 
has declined moderately. 

While this encouraging progress has resulted from 
the interaction of many economic factors, the temporary 
wage and price controls of the Economic Stabilization 
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Program have played an important role in maintaining 
price stability during a period of rapid expansion. The 
disciplines of the controls program, together with respon- 
sible fiscal and monetary policies and the continued sup- 
port and cooperation of the private sector, can enable us 
to move into a new era of unprecedented prosperity for 
all Americans.

Announcement of Intention To Nominate Frederick 
Kappel and Robert Earl Holding as Governors 
of the Postal Service. September 14, 1972 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Frederick Kappel, of Bronxville, N.Y., and Robert 
Earl Holding, of Cheyenne, Wyo., to fill unexpired terms 
as Governors of the United States Postal Service. 

Mr. Kappel will succeed Theodore W. Braun in a 
term expiring December 8, 1974. The President today is 
accepting with special regret Mr. Braun’s resignation as a 
Governor of the Postal Service, effective upon confirma- 
tion of his successor. Mr. Braun was one of the initial 
appointees to the Board of Governors, having served since 
January 5, 1971. He was appointed to his current term on 
December 9, 1971. 

Mr. Holding will succeed Mr. Kappel in a term 
expiring December 5, 1973. 

Mr. Kappel was born January 14, 1902, in Albert Lea, 
Minn. He received the B.S.E. degree in 1924 from the 
University of Minnesota. From 1924 to 1948, he held sev- 
eral engineering and executive positions with the North- 
western Bell Telephone Company. With the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, Mr. Kappel was 
assistant vice president (1949), vice president (1949-53), 
president (1956-61), board chairman and chief executive 
officer (1961-67), and chairman of the executive com- 
mittee (1967-69). He remains a director of AT&T. 

From 1954 to 1956, he was president of Western 
Electric Company, and since 1969 Mr. Kappel has been 
chairman of the board of the International Paper Com- 
pany. He is also a director of a number of other major 
companies and the Boys’ Clubs of America, and is a 
trustee of Presbyterian Hospital, New York City, and the 
University of Minnesota Foundation. Mr. Kappel is mar- 
ried to the former Ruth Carolyn Ihm. They have two 
married daughters. 


Mr. Holding is president and general manager of the 
Little America Refining Company in Cheyenne. He was 
born November 29, 1926, in Salt Lake City, Utah. Mr. 
Holding served in the U.S. Air Force from 1945 to 1947 
and graduated from the University of Utah with a B.S. 
degree in 1951. 

From 1952 to 1959, he was vice president and general 
manager of Covey’s Little America and Covey Distribut- 
ing Company, both in Little America, Wyo. Since 1959 he 
has been president and general manager of Holding’s 
Little America and since 1968 he has also been resident 
and general manager of the Little America Refining 
Company. Holding’s Little America includes tourist facili- 
ties carrying that name in Little America, Wyo., and in 
Cheyenne. The Little America Refining Company in- 
cludes Little America Refinery in Cheyenne and Little 
America Motel and Restaurant in Salt Lake City. Little 
America in Flagstaff, Ariz., is a joint venture between 
Holding’s Little America and the Little America Refining 
Company. 

Mr. Holding is married to the former Carol Orme.

National Employ the Handicapped 
Week, 1972 


Proclamation 4154. September 14, 1972 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


Twenty-five years ago our Nation made a commitment 
to eliminating the prejudice which plagued our handi- 
capped citizens. 

Following the end of World War II, a national effort 
was initiated to bring job equality to handicapped men 
and women. We decided to substitute voluntary respon- 
sibility for the compulsion of law, and to mount a citizens’ 
campaign nationwide to persuade employers to hire the 
handicapped. 

In 1947 volunteers from industry and business, from 
labor organizations and government, from civic, frater- 
nal, veterans, and professional groups, and from other 
areas of the public were organized as the President’s Com- 
mittee on Employment of the Handicapped. The record 
of their achievements is compelling testimony to the power 
of voluntarism. Since the formation of that Committee, an 
estimated eight million handicapped men and women 
have entered the world of work, the result of neighbor 
talking to neighbor. 

Our appeal to employers, through national, State and 
local channels, emphasized the business advantages of 
hiring handicapped workers—their exceptional perform- 
ance and their outstanding characteristics as employees. 
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Over the years, handicapped workers have merited that 
description and justified that claim. Their talents and 
energies have contributed to all areas of production. As 
scientists, teachers, aerospace technicians, government 
Officials, professional persons, clerks, tradesmen— in fact, 
in nearly every occupation—they have contributed to 
America’s progress and to their communities’ progress. 

It is appropriate during this anniversary year to 
acknowledge the great strides we have made towards our 
goal, to express our gratitude to the volunteers in this 
program, and re-emphasize our admiration for good work 
done by the handicapped themselves. Although much has 
been done there is more that must be done. 


We have not yet erased all the prejudice against the 
handicapped. We have not yet convinced every employer 
of their worth. We have not yet eliminated all the barriers 
that hamper their mobility. We have a continuing respon- 
sibility to help them towards these ends. 


Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of 
the United States of America, in accordance with the joint 
resolution of the Congress approved August 11, 1945, as 
amended (36 U.S.C. 155), designating the first full week 
of October of each year as National Employ the Handi- 
capped Week, do hereby call upon the people of the 
United States to observe the week beginning October 1, 
1972, for such purpose. 


I urge the Nation’s Governors, mayors, and all other 
public officials, as well as leaders in every area of Ameri- 
can life, to join with the handicapped themselves and to 
take an active part in this observance. 

In Witness WuHeEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand 
this fourteenth day of September, in the year of our 
Lord nineteen hundred seventy-two, and of the Independ- 
ence of the United States of America the one hundred 
ninety-seventh.

Dr. Kissinger’s Meetings With 
Soviet Leaders 


U.S.-U.S.S.R. Joint Statement Following Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger’s Visit to the Soviet Union. 
September 14, 1972 


As previously agreed, Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, Assistant 
for National Security Affairs to the President of the 
United States of America, visited the Soviet Union from 
September 10 to September 14. During his visit to Mos- 
cow he had discussions with Leonid 1. Brezhnev, General 
Secretary of the Central Committee of the CPSU, and 
Andrei A. Gromyko, Minister for Foreign Affairs of the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 


There was a general review of the course of Soviet- 
American relations since the Summit meeting and of 
international problems of interest to the Soviet Union and 
the United States. The exchange of views was frank and 
constructive. 

In the course of the discussion of major international 
issues, prominent attention was given to the problems 
relating to European security, and progress was made 
regarding the next steps to be taken. 

There also was a discussion of issues connected with 
the resumption at an early date of negotiations on the 
limitation of strategic arms. 

Implementation of the bilateral agreements reached 
at the Summit meeting was reviewed. It was agreed that 
there already have been substantial accomplishments and 
that further accomplishments can be anticipated. 

Special attention was given to the status of commercial 
relations. Both sides reaffirmed the importance of these 
ties in strengthening mutual relations. Significant progress 
was made on several issues of principle in commercial 
relations between the two countries. It was agreed that 
in view of this progress, negotiations on a lend-lease 
settlement and on concluding a trade agreement would be 
continued in Washington in September with the aim of 
completing them in the near future. It was also agreed 
to conclude promptly the negotiations of the maritime 
agreement between the USSR and the USA. 

Both sides reaffirmed the importance of continuing the 
practice of exchanging views on questions of mutual 
interest in various forms and at various levels, including 
the highest level.

Child Health Day, 1972 


Proclamation 4155. September 15, 1972 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


This Nation’s children represent our greatest respon- 
sibility and our greatest hope. We all share a continuous 
obligation to do all we can to safeguard and promote 
their health and well-being. Since 1928, we have given 
special recognition to this obligation by setting aside one 
day a year as Child Health Day. 

It is a day to consider the miracle of life, and to realize 
that all of America’s children are in a way the responsibil- 
ity of every American because they represent this Nation’s 
future. 

It is a day for each of us to consider what he or she can 
do to further the healthy development of those young 
lives which will shape the future. 

It is, above all, a day to renew our quest for a world 
of peace in which all children can grow and live as 
brothers and sisters, 
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The Congress, showing its concern by a joint resolution 
of May 18, 1928, as amended (36 U.S.C. 143), requested 
the President to issue annually a proclamation declaring 
the first Monday in October as Child Health Day. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHARD Nixon, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby proclaim Monday, 
October 2, 1972, as Child Health Day. 

I invite all agencies and organizations interested in 
child welfare to unite upon that day in the observance of 
such activities as will awaken the people of the Nation to 
the fundamental necessity of a year-round program for 
the protection and development of the health of the 
Nation’s children. 

In addition, Child Health Day is an appropriate time 
to salute the work which the United Nations, through 
its specialized agencies, and the United Nations Children’s 
Fund are doing to improve the health of children around 
the world.

Convention for the Suppression of 
Unlawful Acts Against the Safety 
of Civil Aviation 


The President’s Message to the Senate Transmitting 
the Convention for Advice and Consent to 
Ratification. September 15, 1972 


To the Senate of the United States: 

With a view to receiving the advice and consent of the 
Senate to ratification, I transmit herewith a copy of the 
Convention for the Suppression of Unlawful Acts Against 
the Safety of Civil Aviation, signed at Montreal on Sep- 
tember 23, 1971. The report of the Department of State 
with respect to the Convention is also transmitted for the 
information of the Senate. 

The problem of sabotage, armed terrorist attacks, and 
other criminal acts against aircraft and air travelers poses 
an increasingly grave threat to civil aviation around the 
world. Events have shown that no country or area is ex- 
empt from the human tragedy and immense costs which 
result from such criminal acts. 

At the International Conference on Air Law at The 
Hague in December of 1970, the Hijacking Convention 
was adopted. It contains provisions to ensure that all 
hijackers, wherever found, would be subject to severe pun- 
ishment. The United States and 39 other countries have 
now ratified that Convention. It is hoped that all States 
will join in this major step to deter the peril of air piracy. 

The work of applying similar provisions to other acts 
directed against the safety of civil aviation was completed 
by the Diplomatic Conference at Montreal in September 
1971. The Convention which that Conference produced 
and which I am transmitting today covers sabotage and 
other criminal acts. Like the Hijacking Convention, it 
requires States to extradite offenders or prosecute them 
where they are found. It is designed to ensure the prosecu- 
tion of saboteurs and other terrorists who attack aircraft, 
and it can help serve to quell this increasingly serious 
problem for civil aviation worldwide. 

This Convention and the Hijacking Convention are 
vitally important to achieve safe and orderly air trans- 
portation for all people of the world. I hope all States 
will become Parties to these Conventions, and that they 
will be applied universally. I recommend, therefore, that 
the Senate give early and favorable consideration to this 
Convention.

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The President’s Financial Statement 


Announcement of the President’s Report on His 
Personal Finances. September 16, 1972 


The President and Mrs. Nixon have periodically made 
public their financial affairs and they now wish to update 
those reports. The President’s net worth as of June 30, 
1972, was $765,118. Over the period of his incumbency, 
the President’s net worth increased by $168,218. Assets 
consist only of cash, savings bonds, life insurance, personal 
property, and real estate. Liabilities consist almost entirely 
of mortgages on real estate. 

With the exception of small sums of interest paid on 
his savings accounts, the President’s total income is derived 
from a yearly salary of $200,000 and a yearly expense 
allowance of $50,000 provided by act of Congress. The 
net worth increase is attributable to income from his 
salary which has been used for improvements to his home 
or deposited in the bank.

Dr. Kissinger’s Trip to the 
Soviet Union and Europe 


News Conference of Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, Assistant 
to the President for National Security 
Affairs. September 16, 1972 


Mr. Ziecter. I think you are all aware of the fact 
that Dr. Kissinger left Washington Saturday morning, 
September 9, and flew to Munich, where on Sunday, 
September 10, he met with Chancellor Willy Brandt and 
Foreign Minister of Germany Scheel, and also the oppo- 
sition leaders. 

He left Munich on Sunday and arrived in Moscow 
Sunday night, September 10, where he conducted meet- 
ings with the Soviet leaders in Moscow. We have released 
a joint statement on those meetings this past Thursday. 


Dr. Kissinger then went to London and to Paris to 
meet with the leaders there and also during the course 
of his visit, as we have already announced, held meetings 
with Special Adviser Le Duc Tho and also Minister 
Xuan Thuy of North Vietnam. 

So as we told you last week, Dr. Kissinger would be 
prepared to discuss his trip with you this morning, and 
that is why he is here. His comments, of course, are on 
the record, as has been the case in the past. 

Q. The recent past? [Laughter] 

Dr. Kisstncer. First I want to make a personal com- 
ment about a remark in a newspaper, whose enthusiasm 
for us is occasionally limited, which referred to my Ger- 
man accent. I wanted to say that when I was in Ger- 
many, I had occasion to make a brief statement on tele- 
vision, and I thought I might watch myself speak in one 
language correctly. Now I find I speak German with a 
Swedish accent. [Laughter] 

Now I decided I might just as well proceed recklessly. 
[Laughter] 

I thought the best way to proceed would be to give you 
a brief summary of what we did on this trip and how it 
came about and then to take your questions. 

The origin of the trip was during the summit meet- 
ing when, on the last day, General Secretary Brezhnev 
and the President agreed that when our bilateral discus- 
sions had reached a point where significant progress could 
be made by high-level decisions, they would establish 
direct contact with each other, in addition to the regu- 
lar exchanges that are going on all the time anyway. 

That point was reached in the course of the commer- 
cial negotiations and the discussions on European security 
and mutual balanced force reductions, with respect to 
SALT, and it was therefore decided that I should go to 
Moscow on behalf of the President to see whether these 
various matters could be brought to a further stage of 
negotiation. 

The possibility was foreseen in the summit communi- 
qué. In the weeks prior to my visit to Moscow, the 

President and the General Secretary exchanged com- 
munications, reactions to the ideas of both sides and 
primarily to propositions that the President made on how 
one might advance various of these issues, as I will explain 
in a minute, so that when the discussions actually took 
place in Moscow, they could proceed rather expeditiously, 
or at least one could focus on the issues. Nothing happens 
expeditiously in these discussions. 

Let me now talk about my trip in two groups: one, 
my discussions in Moscow and, secondly, my discussions 
with the leaders of the Western Alliance, with the Ger- 
man, French, and British leaders, and, thirdly, just a 
very brief word about my meeting with Special Adviser 
Le Duc Tho and Minister Xuan Thuy yesterday. 

First, the discussions in Moscow: You have the list of 
the people of my staff who were accompanying me and 
present also was Under Secretary James Lynn. Most of 
the discussions took place between General Secretary 
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Brezhnev, on the Soviet side, and myself. I spent about 
21 hours with General Secretary Brezhnev and an addi- 
tional maybe 3 hours with Foreign Minister Gromyko. 

On the Soviet side, the General Secretary was always 
accompanied by Foreign Minister Gromyko, by the Am- 
bassador to the United States Dobrynin, and by his per- 
sonal assistant Alexandrov. Then, as specific topics came 
up, such as trade, we would be joined by appropriate 
Soviet experts. 

On our side, the membership was rotating with the 
exception of my senior staff assistant, Sonnenfeldt, who is 
handling the Soviet matters on my staff and who partic- 
ipated in practically all of the discussions. 

Now, let me discuss in general terms what was done. 
First, I would like to say that we were treated really with 
extraordinary hospitality and were very well taken care 
of. All our comforts were attended to, The discussions took 
place in a very frank and open atmosphere, but with a very 
constructive attitude on both sides, with the attitude that 
we wanted to come to agreements or to make progress that 
was in the interest of both sides. 

We covered essentially all of the topics that you can 
find in the communiqué that was issued at the time of the 
summit conference. We reviewed the progress, as our joint 
statement says, of those agreements that were then made 
in order to see whether they had fulfilled the expectations 
and what further accomplishments could be made. It was 
a sense that we were moving in the right direction and that 
we could continue and even accelerate the progress in 
those areas where agreements had been achieved. 

Let me talk about those areas in which some new steps 
were either taken or were prepared. First, the area of lend- 
lease, trade, and the general commercial relationship be- 
tween our two countries. As you know, this was discussed 
at some length at the summit and some progress had been 
made then. There had been an agreement to create a U.S.- 
Soviet economic commission, the first meeting of which, 
chaired by Secretary Peterson, took place in July. When 
Secretary Peterson was in the Soviet Union there was a 
further advance in defining the issues. 

Prior to my visit to the Soviet Union, the President com- 
municated directly with the Soviet leaders with the ap- 
proach that what we should do is, rather than deal with 
each of these topics separately, to see whether we could 
manage a global approach that would tie together the 
issues of lend-lease, most-favored-nation, a trade agree- 
ment, a maritime agreement, into one overall negotiation 
in which we would set ourselves an objective of where we 
wanted to be and then work towards it. 

These issues, as you all know, are technically extremely 
complex. I am not the best qualified person, to put it mild- 
ly, to get into all the technical subtleties or the legal issues 
that each of these issues raise. However, we made major 
progress on the lend-lease issue in the sense of agreeing on 
a method by which the sums could be determined in the 
negotiations that are now starting and with relation to a 
whole host of issues like postponement and rate of payment 


that had been left unsettled. A Soviet group will come over 
here next week and we are confident that a satisfactory 
solution will be achieved. 

Concurrently with this, we discussed the issues of how 
to proceed on the trade front and the granting of most- 
favored-nation status to the Soviet Union. Again, this 
raises a whole host of questions, such as the definitions, 
how we would define most-favored-nation status, issues 
related to market disruption, to arbitration, so that our 
businessmen have assurances of some of the mechanisms 
that are not dependent entirely on national jurisdiction, 
business facilities, trade centers, et cetera, and again, very 
major progress was made in all of these categories, first 
in principle between General Secretary Brezhnev and 
myself, and then in detail between Under Secretary Lynn 
and his Soviet counterpart. 

And again, a Soviet group will come over here next 
week to conclude the arrangements. 

The third area was to settle some of the remaining 
issues with respect to the maritime agreement, and there, 
too, many of the difficulties were ironed out. Again, a 
Soviet group is coming here next week and we are con- 
fident that we can conclude the arrangements. 

Q. Three groups are coming? 

Dr. Kissincer. The essence of this arrangement is 
that, on the basis of the President’s approach, it is being 
handled as one negotiation, but it is in the Soviet bu- 
reaucracy split up among three different ministries. For 
that reason, three different groups are coming, but we are 
working according to an overall concept. 

Then there were some discussions about the extension 
of credits in which I believe we achieved a satisfactory 
meeting of the minds, and about the joint development of 
certain natural resources in the Soviet Union, which is a 
matter that has to be handled primarily by private capi- 
tal, but in which, as a first step, we are planning to set 
up mechanisms to make a systematic review of the prob- 
lem and to permit us to make decisions on an overall basis, 
rather than on an ad hoc approach. Those will be an- 
nounced in due course. 

So much for the trade issues, which was the first issue 
discussed, I may say, because I always read accounts, 
which was discussed without relationship to any other 
topic and without its being made conditional on progress 
in any other area. Indeed, it was essentially concluded 
before we turned to any other area. 

Now, with respect to the other issues that were dis- 
cussed and that were covered in the communiqué, it was, 
first of all, the problem of our mutual balanced force re- 
ductions and the European Security Conference. You 
ladies and gentlemen are all familiar with the Soviet posi- 
tion, which has been that there should be a preparatory 
European Security Conference toward the end of this 
year. Indeed, the joint communiqué that was issued at 
the summit meeting made reference to preparations in 
that direction. 
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The United States position, which was also provided 
for in the summit communiqué, to which our NATO 
allies agreed, was that there should be a relationship be- 
tween that conference and a conference on mutual bal- 
anced force reduction which should take place in some 
related manner. 

Now, this, of course, raises the theological problem of 
linkage which you ladies and gentlemen and we have 
discussed at enormous lengths, and which the Soviet 
Union has never accepted as a formal concept. Matters 
were at somewhat of a stalemate in this respect, but we 
had extensive discussions of this problem. 

The President, again, prior to my arrival there, com- 
municated again our general attitude on this issue to the 
General Secretary. As a result of it, of this and the discus- 
sions, the Soviet Union has now made a general proposal 
to us which we are discussing with our allies and other 
interested parties. The details I cannot go into until we 
have the reaction of other countries, but on the basis of 
preliminary discussions by myself with European leaders, 
and by Mr. Sonnenfeldt at the NATO Council, indica- 
tions are that it is at least worthy of very serious considera- 
tion. So this is a matter that will now be pursued in 
diplomatic channels, and as soon as these consultations 
are completed, we will make announcements, but I think 
it is correct to say that we have made significant progress 
in this area, too. 

The third area that was discussed concerned the re- 
sumption of the SALT negotiations, which was discussed 
on two levels: one, the procedural one of when these 
talks might resume; and the second in terms of a very 
general philosophical discussion of what the direction 
might be in which these talks could go in a very prelimi- 
nary way, but still in order to lay the basis for working 
along parallel lines. Again, we have reason to believe that 
progress has been made, and as soon as the precise date is 
fixed, we will announce it, but we are on the approximate 
schedule that we have set for ourselves. We believe that 
the second round of SALT can make a major contribution 
to peace and stability of the world. 

In addition to the topics that were covered in the com- 
munique specifically, there was the review of the inter- 
national situation with the major areas being covered, but 
I will reserve that for the question period. 

Now, a word about my meeting with European 
leaders. We have, of course, always considered our rela- 
tionships with Europe a cardinal aspect of American pol- 
icy, and the cornerstone of the whole structure of peace, 
which has been pointed out in each of the President’s 
annual foreign policy reports. The President urged me to 
stress to all of the leaders, each of the leaders that I saw, 
that his conviction that whatever progress we were 
making in our dealings with other nations, similar and 
preferably greater progress has to be made in European- 
American relationship. 

We are now at the end of the period in which mili- 
tary security alone could be the cement of Western rela- 


tionships. Of course, Atlantic relationships have to be 
adapted to the circumstances of the emergence of a more 
united Europe and an economically much stronger Eu- 
rope, and also to the tendency in the world in which 
negotiation is increasingly replacing confrontation. So I 
was asked on behalf of the President to point out to them 
that as soon as his schedule would be less pressed by 
domestic exigencies, he hoped to resume most intense 
consultations with our European friends on how to put 
relationships between Europe and the United States on a 
new, even more dynamic and constructive basis, consist- 
ent with the change in the international situation that 
had occurred. 

Finally, I had, as you know, a meeting yesterday with 
the North Vietnamese negotiators. But, as always, by mu- 
tual agreement, we will not discuss the substance of these 
discussions and therefore, I not only cannot be very 
specific, I cannot say anything about the substance of 
those discussions at all. 

Those were the highlights of the trip. Now, I will be de- 
lighted to answer any questions on anything that I may 
have said or anything that I should have said. 

Q. Henry, in simpler language, could you tell us what 
you meant by the statement that the President asked you 
to convey to European leaders? 

Dr. Kissincer. At Harvard, as you know, complex- 
ity is identified with profundity, or as Ron Ziegler says, in 
simpler language, “This is as simple as I ever get.” 

What I meant was that the world in which Atlantic re- 
lationships were formulated was essentially a bipolar world 
which was based on and which grew out, at that time, of 
European weakness, of common fears of aggression and of 
American dominance in almost every field. 

We now face a situation in which the European eco- 
nomic community is becoming increasingly strong and in 
which the accession of four more countries to the Common 
Market will create an even larger grouping. We face a sit- 
uation also in which the domestic stability of European 
countries has been substantially assured and in which 
the bipolar world in the fifties and even sixties is being 
replaced increasingly by a more complex set of interna- 
tional relations. 

Therefore, it becomes important that when we speak 
about Atlantic partnership that we do not affirm it in the 
abstract every 6 months but have nothing concrete to work 
on together, but to find some common task and to define 
what is needed for the solution of these issues that are aris- 
ing and that will be one of the principal tasks of our for- 
eign policy in the next phase. 

Q. Do you see that the Vietcong announcement this 
past week, endorsed by Hanoi, offers any prospect at all 
for a widening or a progress in the negotiations? 

Dr. Kissincer. As you can appreciate, it is extremely 
difficult for me to comment about any particular proposal 
that may have been made publicly without getting into the 
substance of the talks. Our position has been this: As you 
know from our public statements, we are prepared to leave 
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the future political evolution of South Vietnam to the deci- 
sion of the South Vietnamese. We do not insist on any 
particular political orientation, nor do we insist that the 
government in South Vietnam inevitably be pro-Ameri- 
can. 

What we do reject, however, is that we, as a result of 
the negotiations, impose a particular form of government 
on the South Vietnamese or that we would accept pro- 
posals whose practical consequence and clearly predict- 
able consequence is to bring this about. These are our 
principles in handling this negotiation and we are pursu- 
ing them very earnestly and with every intention of bring- 
ing about a rapid conclusion of the war. 

Q. Do you think the Vietcong’s latest proposals do 
that? 

Dr. Kissincer. The latest Vietcong proposal leaves 
something to be desired in that respect. 

Q. Dr. Kissinger, did you discuss with General Secre- 
tary Brezhnev or with any of the other heads of state or 
their assistants the matters of air piracy and other forms 
of terrorism and if it were possible for any of them to use 
their influence not to accept and harbor terrorists or air 
pirates? 

Dr. Kissincer. As you know, the issues which you 
have just mentioned are being pursued very actively in 
diplomatic channels. They require, really, for an effective 
control, a global cooperation of at least a majority of 
countries. I know that the State Department is pursuing 
it extremely actively and the Secretary of State has made 
approaches to many leaders of the world. 

So, I have confined myself on this trip to underlining 
the importance that the President attaches to the solution 
of this problem, without going into the details of a negotia- 
tion which is being conducted in diplomatic channels, but 
we did underline the importance of the subject. 

Q. Do you think that after your talks in Moscow, the 
Helsinki “Tea Party,” as an opener for the European 
Security Conference, can take place on the 22d of 
November and, secondly, in a parallel set of timing, the 
MBFR discussion can also be initiated? 

Dr. Kissincer. The question, which was very objec- 
tively stated, was, whether the Helsinki “Tea Party” could 
take place on November 22, which for the benefit of the 
Washington Post means whether the European security 
preparatory conference can take place then and whether 
the MBFR conference will take place at a roughly paral- 
lel period. 

The exact date of these conferences will have to be 
established through the consultations that are now taking 
place in response to the Soviet proposal that has been 
made. 

Our position is that unless these two conferences take 
place in some related time frame, it will be very difficult 
for us to agree to what you call the Helsinki “Tea Party.” 
We think a framework for the solution of this problem 
now exists and that progress can be made without tying 


ourselves to any one particular date. We think that this 
is approaching a solution. 

Q. Dr. Kissinger, you said in San Clemente that you 
had some reason to believe that 

Dr. Kissincer. Did I talk to the press in San Cle- 
mente? 

Q. Yes, you did. You said you had some reason to be- 
lieve that North Vietnam would negotiate seriously. Has 
that belief been realized? Are they negotiating seriously? 

Dr. Kissincer. Yes, I remember, that was in July. 
Isn’t there a statute of limitations on my statements? 
[Laughter] I said that we were entering these discussions 
and on the basis of the preparatory exchanges that had 
taken place we had made clear our view that we expected 
some serious negotiation. All I can say is that the fact 
that these talks are going on would indicate a certain 
seriousness, 

Q. Dr. Kissinger, what is your latest information re- 
garding the possibility that North Vietnam will launch 
another offensive this fall, either major or minor? 

Dr. Kissincer. Well, you know, the affected parties 
always have a high incentive to predict constant offensives 
because that way they can never be accused of intelligence 
lags, so one would not be surprised if there were other 
high points and even some offensives. We do not anticipate 
that they will reach the scale, the intensity, or the dura- 
tion of the military activities earlier this year, or that they 
will not be able to be essentially contained without pre- 
cluding a setback here and there. 

The major point, though, now about military action is 
that it is essential to understand that there is no purely 
military solution to this problem. We have recognized that 
there is no purely military solution to this problem. We 
hope that North Vietnam will also realize that there is no 
military solution to this problem. 

When there is no military solution to this problem, 
then the only alternative is to negotiate on a basis that 
is just to both sides and that both sides will have an 
interest in maintaining. 

Q. Dr. Kissinger, what, then, would you say has been 
the impact of the bombing and the mining and the pos- 
sibility that if they have not done something so far, that 
they would in the future? 

Dr. Kissincer. I just don’t want to discuss where we 
stand in the negotiations. It is always very dangerous to 
take isolated intelligence reports or isolated excerpts from 
intelligence reports and build profound conclusions on 
them. Every report is based on a set of assumptions. It 
depends very much on what question it is supposed to 
answer. Therefore, I really don’t want to discuss what 
may or may not have happened in these negotiations, 
to what degree what is happening now may or may not 
be affected by military actions. I do not think it is helpful 
and, frankly, I don’t think that isolated reports without 
very careful analysis can be used for definitive con- 
clusions. 
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Q. Dr. Kissinger, going back to the latest Vietcong 
proposal, do you see any difference in this proposal? Is 
there anything different from the earlier position? 

Dr. Kissincer. Again, I don’t want to conduct the 
negotiations that are going on now publicly. As I have 
said, our basic principle is that we will not, as a result of 
a negotiation, impose a particular form of government 
that guarantees predominance to one side. I will stick to 
what was said at the plenary sessions by Ambassador 
Porter, and I will not go beyond that. 

Q. They said that their proposal was domination by 
no side. 

Dr. Kissincer. The question is not what was said, but 
what the actual consequence of it is. 

Q. You characterized your meetings in the Soviet Union 
with words such as “major progress,” “significant prog- 
ress.” Could you use the same adjective to describe your 
meetings with Le Duc Tho? 

Dr. Kissincer. I just wouldn’t comment on the sub- 
stance. I would like to, but we have an understanding 
that neither side will comment on the substance of the 
meetings, and I must maintain that. 

Q. Why is it that you didn’t see Kosygin and he didn’t 
take part in these discussions? 

Dr. Kissincer. I think when General Secretary Brezh- 
nev holds his next press conference, that will be a very 
good question to put to him. [Laughter] 

Q. Dr. Kissinger, in your discussions in Moscow, did 
you take up the question of the Russian ransom on 
Jewish would-be emigrants? 

Dr. Kissincer. We raised this question in a number 
of ways, yes. 

Q. At this meeting? 

Dr. Kissincer. Yes, at this meeting. 

Q. In your opening remarks, you suggested you might 
be willing to say something about your discussion on Viet- 
nam in the Soviet Union, that is, were they productive 
or can you say anything about them? Before you left, there 
were some reports that some people in the Administration, 
notably Secretary Rogers, held out hope for a settlement 
before or just after the election. Do you share this? 

Dr. Kissincer. First, about the discussion on Vietnam 
in the Soviet Union, as Ron Ziegler has already said at his 
briefing, Vietnam was discussed and obviously it was 
discussed at some length. Again, it is clear that the Soviet 
Union stands for certain principles in its international 
affairs and that they have a different perspective on Viet- 
nam than we do. But we had a full discussion, and that 
is really all I want to say about it. 

Secondly, however, it has always been understood, we 
have always understood, that the issue of Vietnam will be 
settled finally in negotiations between us and our allies and 
the North Vietnamese and their allies, so that the ultimate 
solution of the Vietnam problem is not being sought by 
us in Moscow or Peking or any other capital, but in the 
negotiations that are now going on in Paris. 


Now, as for speculating when the war might end, as 
I understood the Secretary of State, he listed all the fac- 
tors that might lead reasonable people to conclude that 
this was an opportune moment to end the war. All I can 
say, and I can only speak for us, we have always wanted 
to end the war by negotiation. We would like to end it as 
rapidly as possible through negotiation. I think it is better 
to let results speak for themselves, rather than to set arbi- 
trary deadlines. 

Q. In light of your remarks about what the President 
asked you to convey to European leaders about more 
intensive consultations about the changed relations in the 
world, does that indicate to us that maybe the President 
is planning a trip to Europe soon after the election? If so, 
how soon? 

Dr. Kissincer. This did not refer to any particular 
trips that the President might take. Let me say two things: 

First of all, he was not speaking only about consulta- 
tion; he was talking about content. One cannot always 
substitute consultation for policy. Our intention is to de- 
velop a program for an Atlantic partnership in close coop- 
eration with our European friends, but it is reasonable 
to assume that one way or another they will expect to be 
in close touch with each other. I must say that the feeling 
that I conveyed on behalf of the President was strongly 
reciprocated by European leaders. 

Q. Dr. Kissinger, you said that you raised the question 
of ransom or exit fees for Soviet Jews. Can you tell us 
whether the Soviet Union indicated how seriously they 
are going to pursue this imposition? 

And a related question: How does the Administration 
view the concern being expressed in Congress on this ques- 
tion of most-favored-nation for the Soviet Union so long 
as they maintain these exit fees? 

Dr. Kissincer. We take Congressional expressions of 
respected Senators extremely seriously. When and if we 
conclude an agreement, we will submit it to the Congress 
for its approval. Then there can be a full debate on this 
particular issue. As for what may or may not happen in 
the Soviet Union with respect to this issue, I think I would 
rather not comment. 

Q. Dr. Kissinger, can you amplify on the SALT dis- 
cussions that you had? Since the summit meeting, there 
has been extensive debate about the summit, with con- 
tentions made that the United States may be put in an 
inferior position. As you know, the Jackson resolution 
insists that there must be equality in the further discus- 
sions. Can you tell us whether the prospect for the second 
round of SALT has been impaired in any way by this 
debate? 

Dr. Kissincer. No. We think that the prospects for the 
second round of SALT are good. I think both sides have 
now gained valuable experience in talking to each other 
about issues that great nations have never in the past 
talked to each other about. I have every hope that the 
next round of SALT may move even faster than the first 
round of SALT. 
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On the other hand, the conceptual problem with re- 
spect to the next round of SALT is much greater than it 
was with the last one for the following reasons: We have 
no difficulty whatever, indeed we agree with the proposi- 
tion, that any agreement that may be made in the field 
of strategic arms limitation must be based on the principle 
of equality and, indeed, I believe that we will have no 
difficulty getting Soviet agreement to this as an abstract 
proposition. The difficulty with respect to such a proposi- 
tion is to define equality. How do you relate various 
weapons systems to each other when the weapons on both 
sides have been developed, at least to some extent, accord- 
ing to different objectives and with different technical 
criteria and with a different mix? So this is a problem 
that will have to be carefully and thoughtfully addressed. 
Secondly, the first round of SALT concentrated primarily 
on quantitative limitations. It may well be that in some of 
the early phases of SALT II this will be the case. 

Yet, as one looks ahead in the more distant future, one 
has to recognize that the strategic balance now can be 
upset perhaps more decisively by qualitative changes than 
by quantitative changes. 

If you look at the problem of verification, you will 
recognize that qualitative changes are infinitely harder 
to verify and control than quantitative changes. 

So I would say that we have a major intellectual prob- 
lem ahead of us, first, within our government to come up 
with definitions to the problems which you raise. 

Therefore, it is probable that the first stage of these 
negotiations will concern principles, approaches, rather 
than very precise negotiating positions, as indeed SALT I 
did also. 

But, on the other side of the ledger is that one cannot 
help but be struck by the fact that one can now talk to 
Soviet leaders about weapons on which the survival of both 
sides depends, in a way that would have been inconceiv- 
able in traditional diplomacy and would have been quite 
difficult to imagine even in the first phase of the SALT 
negotiations. 

But we have not developed our own thinking to a point 
where we can be concrete and my impression was that the 
Soviet leaders have the same intellectual problems that 
we have, but it was interesting that both sides found it 
possible to talk even about those. 

Q. Do you expect to have this trade treaty ready to sub- 
mit to Congress this session? 

Dr. Kissincer. Well, I don’t want to predict when this 
treaty will be finished. The Soviet delegations are coming 
over here. We certainly hope to have it completed before 
the end of this year. To have it ready by the end of this 
Congressional session would be pushing it a little hard, 
but we expect to iron out many of the remaining diffi- 
culties; most of the remaining differences in the next few 
weeks. How this will relate to the Congressional session 
we cannot be sure. But this is our approximate schedule. 


Q. Do you consider the Jackson amendment to be a 
useful bargaining tool? 

Dr. Kissincer. I think we have pretty well exhausted 
the Jackson amendment. It has now been passed by the 
Senate and we stand by what we previously said with 
respect to it. 

Q. Was there any discussion with Soviet leaders on the 
possible development of the Japan-China relationship? 

Dr. Kisstncer. As I pointed out, there was a general 
review of the international situation, and this is not one of 
its least significant aspects, but most of us recognize this is 
a matter to be decided by the Government of Japan and 
by the Government of the People’s Republic of China, in 
which, either separately or jointly, it would not be proper 
for us to take a position. 

Q. At the time General Lavelle was carrying out unau- 
thorized bombing raids over North Vietnam you were 
having private conversations with the North Vietna- 
mese. Can you assess the impact of those unauthorized 
bombing raids on the conversations? 

Dr. Kissincer. Of course, the North Vietnamese 
would not know which raids were authorized and which 
were unauthorized. [Laughter] 

Secondly, as it happens, there were no private talks go- 
ing on at the time between our side and the North Viet- 
namese. There were efforts to set them up, which foun- 
dered for a variety of reasons, including the presumed ill- 
ness of Special Adviser Le Duc Tho. This particular issue 
has never figured in them, but there were no actual dis- 
cussions; which, however, is not to defend unauthorized 
raids, 

Q. Dr. Kissinger, in relation to the ransom issue and 
what you remarked about this morning, are you saying, 
in effect, that the White House is opposed to somethirg 
like the Ribicoff amendment that would tie the ransom to 
the trade agreement? 

Dr. Kissincer. I don’t want to get into the particular 
legislative proposal that has been made in relation to this 
issue. When we have concluded a trade agreement, it will 
be put before the Congress and then there will be suffi- 
cient opportunity for Congressional leaders to express their 
opinion. That will be the appropriate time for us to ex- 
press our opinion. 

Q. Henry, when do you anticipate the second round 
of SALT will begin? 

Dr. Kissincer. We have not set a precise date for it 
yet, but I think it is reasonable to assume that it will be 
this calendar year. 

Q. When do you expect the Soviet leaders to come over 
to the United States in reply to the invitation? 

Dr. Kissincer. Again, no precise date for that has 
been set, but there were some general discussions. We 
expect it in the not indefinite future. 

Q. Dr. Kissinger, did the Soviet leaders ask you to 


explain the Administration’s support of the Jackson 
amendment and if they did, how did you explain it? 
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Dr. Kissincer. We discussed, in a general way, the 
conditions in which our relationships can be developed on 
a basis of mutual confidence. I believe that when I left 
there was a mutual feeling that we had made considerable 
progress in that direction and that events that had hap- 
pened in the interval, whether or not they were liked in 
every detail by both sides, had not stood in the way of a 
further development of Soviet American relations.
